First. Doee this act ap only to such laborers and me- 
chanics as are employ: y the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment upon public works, or does |t include all otuer laborers 
and mechanics employed in the 8 ‘a Dots 
meat performing the usual sod ordinary of that 
character fn that artment? 

Second. Does it include teamsters, watchmen, qupiacars 
and firemen employed in the public service in the War De. 
partment, and all engineers, firemen, deck-hands, mates

His general conclusions after, arguing the ques- 
tions are as follows: 

The statute, while in one sense restrictive and in deroga- 
tion of the common right of parties to contract, is never- 
theless in the broader sense remedial, and is entitled to a 
fairly liberal construction.

Second. As to yoursecond question, pertaining to partic- 
ular employes, I beg to suggest that its answer depends 
upon matters of fact not stated, and not n my cogni- 
zance, If the employes ed are ordinary laborers or 
mechanics working for the Government for wages under 
ordinary conditions, the statute would seem to apply. At 
the same time it is quite apparent that, as to some of them, 
it might frequently bappen that they would be withiao the 
emergency exception named in statute; and as to 
others, as, for instance, sailors, or others on shipboard, or 
teamsters, their employment being peeuliar, they might 
well be held tobe, as matter of fact, neither laborers nor 
mechanics within the meaning of this law.

Il. SUMMARY COURTS.—The extent of the jurisdiction of 
the summary court is determined by the 83d Article of War, 
under which it cannot “ inflict a flne exceeding one month's 
pay.” A forfeiture exceeaing that amount woud be ille- 
gui, but ** detention” is not forfeiture or fine. By the latter 
the man loses his money entirely; by the former he only 
loses the use of it fora time, and therefore in establishing 
the measure of punishments announced in General Orders, 
No- 2], of 1891, Adjt;-General’s Office, it was decided that the 
equivalent of forieiture of pay should be detention of pay 
of four times theamount of the forfeiture; so that in award- 
ing a Geteation of four months’ pay a summary court 
would be awarding a sentence which would be equivalent 
to w forteiture of one month's pay, and would therefore be 
within the limit of tbe 88d Article of War.—| Decision Act.

SOME HINTS FOR THE ARTILLERY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


WITH all due respect to the powers that be, one 
cannot avoid regarding with pity, the plight of the 
ten graduates of West Point, who bave recently been 
assigned, as additiona) second lieutenants, to the 
artillery regiments, and are thus condemned to a 
life of dreary, inactive waiting for a promotion 
that will never come. Some one should have ad- 
vised these young men, and told them that by their 
action in thus applying for the artillery, they vir- 
tually delayed their incorporation into the ranks of 
the Army by one ortwo years. Some one should 
have explained to them the fact that in entering 
the Arwy there are other things to be considered be 
sides social success, balls and theatre parties; that 
while the distinction between captain, lst lieuten- 
ant and 2d lieutenant seems small to the eyes ofa 
cader, promotion is true advancement, and is first to 
be considered in choosing a regiment. Some one 
should bave taught them that the sentiment which 
prompts the remark so often heard, “ I would rath- 
er be a lieutenant of artillery stationed where I 
I can go to the theatre every night thana captain 
of infantry or cavalry stationed on the frontier,” 
is neither sincere nor soldierly. Finally, some one 
should have shown these young men that the talk 
of the increase of the artillery, and of consequent 
unlimited promotion, is entirely illusory; that it 
will be years before we have high powered guns in 
number sufficient for even the employment of the 
present force, and that the artuillerists’ dream of 
seven regiments of organized, unarmed, semi-am- 
phibious, military mechanics, is a delusion, as Con- 
grees must soon perceive. That the dual system of 
defence, now advocated by the artillery, is as an- 
tiquated as the euns that they reject; that to defend 
& place by means of two forces, each entirely inde- 
pendent of the other is ineffective and dangerous; 
that no Army force ie fitted to co-operate efficiently 
with the torpedo boats and battle ships of the 
Navy; that the march of development is resistless, 
and that like European nations we must eventually 
turn over the sea coast forts to the Navy, and re- 
legate the artillery troops of the Armyto their 
pore role, vamely, to serve the euns of our light 

atteries, siege batteries, and interior fortresses. 

At West Poiat it would seem, customs never 
change. As far back as the memory of an goeth 
it bas been the rule there to present a cadet on 
craduatiog with a diploma, in whicn be is duly re- 
commended for either artillery, cavalry or infantry. 
Uniformly the bighest cadets in order bave been 
recom mended for the artillery, the next bighest for 
the cavalry, and the lowest for theinfantry. We 
protest against this system, with its unjust refl-c- 
tion on two noble arms of the Service. The gradu- 
ate sbould join that arm of the Service ip which his 
talents, fitness and capacity will be of most value 
to biscountry. Itis right that in selecting an arm 
be should have the privilege of choice before those 
who may graduate below him. But to make such 
a recommendation on the diploma, and thus estab- 
lish a standard which is bound to weigh greatly 
with the cadet, even though its injustice is mani- 
fest, is altogether outside the province of the 
Board. Their duty should be simply to establish 
the grade of the cadet 1u his different studies. Let 
the engineers take their pick of the class, if they 
will, and then let each cadet, uninfluenced by rec- 
ommendations to the cavalry, artillery or infantry, 
apply in order of standing for his favorite arm. We 
then will see no such extraordinary spectacle as that 
now presented—ten officers waiting for vacancies 
in the five regiments of artillery, while troops of 
cavalry and companies of infantry lack second 
lieutenants.

1878, says: * All officers of the Army of tne United 
States who have served as officers in the volunteer forces 
during the Wer of the Rebellion, or as enlisted men in the 
Armies of the United States, Regular or volunteer, shall be, 
and are herety, credited with the full time they may have 
served as such officers and as such enlisted men in comput- 
ing their service for longevity pay and retirement.” 


D. M. W.—Your parents might secure your dis- 
charge, on positive proof that you are now a minor and 
were one when you enlisted But ovr advice to you is to 
serve out your time, or do the manful thing and purchase 
your discharge, which your service wil) permit.

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THE KRAG-JORGENSEN GUN. 


Wr give here two illustrations of the Krag-Jor- 

ensen gun recommended for adoption by the 

oard on Small Arms. Its tnventors are Ole Her- 
man Johannes Krag and Erik Jogensen, of Kongs- 
berg. Mr. Krag is superintendent of the r fle fac- 
tory, Norway and Mr. J. A. a battalion armorer. 

Tbe invention consiste, essentially, in certain 
novel features of construction, arrangement, and 
co-operation of parts of the breech mevbanism; 
also, in the combination, with the receiver, of a 
magezive and means for feeding the cartridges 
therefrom to the receiver. 

The boltis a cylindrical tube sliding in the re- 
ceiver. It is pierced for the firing pin and one side 
projects to form a locking lug when pushe’? bome 
and the lever turned down. When drawo back 
there is another lug to check the motion and fa-ten 
itopen. This single motion operates the extractor, 
flinging the empty shell out to the rigbt while an- 
other shell is admitted to the left, the last parr of 
the pull-back sets the firing-pin spring, and the 
trigger is then set ready for a discharge, a small 
thumb-piece on the magazine top énables the cart- 
ridge in the magazine to be retained there and the 
arm becomes at once a single-loader, taking the 
cartridge from the topin very similar fashion tothe 
present Springfield. The magazine may be charged 
to its capacity when partially empty, and it may be 
readily emptied without firine. It was this ready 
adaptability of thearm which probably won the 
favor of the board. 

The first thing that will probably strike one on 
looking at the piece is the great size of the barrel 
and next the small size of the magazine. The true 
barrel, however, is concealed from view, except 
just at the muzzle, The outside steel casing is strong 
epougb to protect the shooting barrel from injury 
and to oarry the bayonet and sights. ‘The air space 
between the two barrels prevents the outer barrel 
from becoming so overheated as to burn the hands 
or welt of the sights in rapid firing. The true barrel 
is secured to this casing at the breach end, but at 
muzzle passes freely through the tube. It can thus 
expand or contract. There being no bands to 
tighten nor wood to warp and swell adjoining the 
inner barrel the liubility of the rifle being sprung 
thereby is eatirely overcome. 


Figs. 1, 2 and 3 are isometric views of the gun the maga- 
zine gate in the first being shown fully open and the breech 
bieck drawn back. 

Fig. 8 is a cross section of the receiver and magazine 
taken along the dotted line crossing Fig. 1 between R and 
1, The length of the gun is 4.35 it. and it weighs 9.4 pounds, 
It has six grooves and the rifling makes one .compiete turn 
in 11.8 inches, 

Io the figures R indicates the receiver which lies a little to 
the right of the axis to facilitate the introduction of 
cartridges when used ssasingie loader and to throw the 
ebots out laterally, 80 as not to interfere with the marks- 
man. A portion of the under surface is flat to receive the 
screw s’, securing the forward tag of the trigger guard.’ R’ 
is a tang secured to the gun stock 8S by 
s2 which also holds the rear tang of the trigger- 
guard T’ by the screw s’ fitting into the socket?r’. R2 is 
the stop lug limiting the motion of the breach-biock and 
guiding it mcvemenis. 1 isa alot in the receiver narrowing 
at the rear aod baving the gravity shell-ejector E pivoted in 
a recess formed partly in its lower wall and partly in the 
rear end of the receiver. The upward turned forward end 
eof the ejector lies normally flush with the inner face of

OUR NAVY AND THE MONROE DOOTRINE. 


THE consolidation of the North Atlantic Squad- 
ron and Squadron of Evolution has at last taken ef- 
fect. Formal orders were issued from the Navy 
Department on Sept. 8 for Rear Admiral Gherardi 
to haul down his flag from the Philadelphia on 
Sept. 9, and for Acting Rear Admiral Walker to 
hoist his flag on the same vessel on Sept. 9. The 
North Atlantic thus becomes quite a formidable 
fleet, comprising at it does the Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago, Atlanta, Concord, Kearsage, Miantonomah 
and Vesuvius. 

If the present intentions of the authorities are 
carried out Acting Rear Admiral Walker will inau- 
gurate his new command with a cruise in Venezue- 
lan waters. Orders have been issued for his im- 
mediate departure with the Philadelphia for La 
Guayra, Venezuela, where he will meet the Kear- 
sage and Concord, which are now en route there. 
It is hinted that the State Department anticipates 
that Great Britain intends to take advantage of the 
present disturbed state of affairs in Venezuela to 
push her claim for additional territory in that re-

ment to vigorously uphold the Monroe doctrine, 

The State Department has unofficial advices to 
the effect that the insurgents have been successful ; 
that Gen. Crespo, their leader, is in full control, 
and that the revolution is therefore over. Yet, 
notwithstanding this information, the authorities 
here, for some reason, and probably that stated, 
deemed it prudent to have a fleet of American ves- 
sels there with a Rear Admiral to manage affairs, 

Rear Admiral Gherardi, who relinquishes com- 
mand of the North Atlantic Squadron after three 
years and a half active and hard service, will leave 
for San Francisco next week to assume command of 
@ special fleet for a voyage to Southern Pacific 
ports, particularly Valparaiso. He will hoist his 
flag on the San Francisco about Sept. 25, and will 
sail as soon afterward as that vessel and the Bal- 
timore and Charleston are ready, probably by Oct. 
1. It has not yet been decided whether all three 
of these vessels will be brought to the Atlantic 
coast to participate in the naval review, but it is 
officially stated that the Baltimore at least will be 
brought around the Horn, and that Rear Admiral 
Gherardi will transfer his flag to her at the conclu- 
sion of the visit to Chili, in case it should be de- 
cided to keep the San Francisco and Charleston on 
the Pacific coast. 











LIMITATIONS OF OFFICIAL POSITION, 


SomE one sends to us a marked article in the 
Hartford (Conn.) Courant, and has written on the 
margin the words ‘fair play.” This would seem to 
be an invitation for us to notice the article in ques- 
tion. It is an account of the lectures delivered be- 
forea gathering of Second Adventists ‘tat Dun- 
ham’s Grove, in Southington,” by Lieut. O. A. L. 
Totten, U. S. A., whose peculiar views appear to 
have met with great acceptance in this quarter. 
These views are set forth in that form of delphic 
statement by which this modern prophet seeks to 
save himself in a measure from the inevitable dis- 
comfiture that has always attended, and must 
continue to attend, the attempt to set forth the un- 
revealed and unrevealable mysteries of the future. 
Something or other Mr. Totten “imagines may 
foreshadow a repetition of the fulfilment of Dan- 
iel’s sixty-nine ‘weeks.’ The Lieutenant, however, 
declines to predict that this is the advent. He 
hopes it is, and urges every one to be ready for its 
several phases at any moment.” 

It is a soldier’s business to be ready for whatever 
happens, but the state of mind produced by these 
day dreams does not strike us as strictly in the line 
of military preparation, as it predisposes one toa 
grotesque exaggeration of insignificant incidents to 
fita theory. That this country must pass through 
perilous experiences we do not question. It needs 
no gift of prophecy to forecast that; no study of 
*tastronomical cycles” or searching into the signifi- 
cance of ‘ Daniel’s sixty-nine weeks,” all of 
which seems to us pitiful business for a soldier. 
The Army does not enjoy, if Lieut. Totten does, 
seeing one of their honored profession making 
himself a laughing stock, aud finding him welcomed 
as the legitimate successor of Geo. Francis Train. 
We are glad to learn from the Oourant that 
Lieut. Totten was not privy to the recent appear- 
ance of the eccentric instrument called ‘‘deed of 
gift,” to which we have alluded. It seems that 
this paper was recorded two years ago, and has 
been now exhumed by some industrious reporter. 
But spreading such a document on the public records 
is publication in a legal sense, and is intended to 
give all the world notice of ,its existence. It is for 
this reason that most persons prefer to limit such 
jnstruments to ‘the cold formality of legal phrase- 
ology. But this involves a question of taste which 
it is not worth while to argue. 

We have no desire to abridge the rights of 
Lieut. Totten as a citizen, but we do insist that his 
position as an Army officer imposes upon him obli- 
gations beyond those of mere command. It is 
the undoubted constitutional right (using the 
word constitutional in a strictly legal and nota 
physical sense) of President Harrison or Gen, 
Schofield to walk the tight-rope from the White 
House to the War Department, and it would no 
doubt afford endless entertainment to the laughter-

the army to’ make himself the butt of civilian 
pumorists by such a performance we should be 
quick to suggest to him that while it may be difficult 
to find entrance to the Army the doors of exit al- 
ways swing wide open, and beyond there lie the 
gurestricted privileges of citizenship. No man is 
obliged to accept the restraints of official position, 
put he should not seek the rewards and the pres- 
tige pertaining to such position unless he is pre- 
pared to submit to the restrictions which also per- 
tain to it. Among theze we hold to be the obliga- 
tion to refrain from compromising his position 
as a representative of the Army by the public 
expression of opinions that bring him into ridicule. 
He is quite welcome to hold to whatever fantastic 
opinions best suit him, provided he does not 
permit them to be tagged with “‘Lieut.” or ‘*Prof,” 
to give them currency, and how he is to avoid that 
be must himself, decide. If he sees no other 
way let him bethink himself of Uncle Toby and 
the fly, and remember that the world is broad 
enough both for his opinions and forthe Army, 
but that they should not be associated together. 
We think it better to be a John Sedgwick or a John 
Sobieski than a John of Leyden, but if any one 
thinks differently we shall not quarrel with him, 
provided he is not guilty of the grotesque ab- 
surdity of seeking to unite the two characters in 
one.

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EA®NEsT efforts are being made by a number of 
American inventors to have the War Department 
reconvene the Small Arms Board for the purpose of 
considering their weapons, which, they say, were 
not perfected at the time the Board was compelled, 
by orders from the War Department, to close its 
work, Inthe light of these requests, it is not un- 
likely that the ordnance authorities will postpone 
action on the Board’s report until the new guns, 
which seemingly possess merit, can be tested. The 
Secretary of Waris understood to have promised 
several inventors that he would have their guns 
tested by the Board before it was finally dissolved. 
Lieutenant H. K. White, Marine Corps, is the in- 
ventor of a magazive arm which is bighly spoken of 
by a number of experts who have seen it, including 
members of the Smull Arms Board, who tested a 
wooden model submitted by the inventor. If any 
additional trials are held, his gun will un- 
doubtedly be among the number tested, 
Meanwhile Gen. D. W. Flagler, who has just re- 
turned to Washington from his Sammer outing, look 
ing even more bale and hearty than usual, will give 
immediate attention to the subject of a new maga- 
zine gun, and will act promptly on the report of the 
Small Arms Board, which, with the gun recom- 
mended by the board, are now before him. The 
detailed proceedings of the board embracing the 
record of each gun tried were received this week. 





We are glad to learn that the Knights of Labor 
of Pittsburg, under the instigation of Mr. Powder- 
ly, are instituting a voluntary inspection of the 
armor plates furnished to the Government by the 
Carnegie Steel Company. They are quoted as say- 
ing: ** We are watching this work in the first place 
in the interests of labor, and secondly, on behalf of 
the entire people of the country, who should be 
protected from having unsound or worthless mate- 
tial foisted on them.” We can assure these gentle- 
men that the Government and the Navy Depart- 
ment officials are in entire sympathy with any 
effort to improve the quality of the material furn- 
ished for our ships of war. This is much better 
business than defying the law in the alleged inter- 
ests of labor. Wecan promise them that if they 
will furnish us with satisfactory evidence that any 
Government official has neglected his duty in the 
matter of armor inspection, we will lend them all 
possible aid in righting the wrong. Here we are in 
entire sympathy with Mr. Powderly and his friends. 
But let us have the proof. 








As AN additional precaution against cholera in- 
vasion among troops the War Department has 
stopped all recruiting in New York and vicinity for 
aseason of twenty days. The medical authorities 
of both the Army and Navy are fully alive to the 
dangers of a cholera epidemic, as is shown by cir- 
culars being sent out to posts, ships and naval sta- 
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tions demanding effective sanitation and cleanli« 
ness, and giving instructions for the treatment of 
cholera patients. 








STaTIsTICcs compiled by the War Department for 
the fiscal year ending June 30 show a net gain in 
the enlisted strength of the Army, notwithstanding 
the large losses due to expiration of service, dis- 
charge by purchase, by way of favor, etc., and also 
a material decrease in desertion. The losses during 
the year for various causes, including disability, 
expiration of term of service, deaths, desertions, 
and discharges, were 10,231. Of this number 880 
were discharges by purchase, 100 by way of favor, 
206 as veterans, and 38,537 through expiration of 
term of service. The gain was 10,868, as follows: 
Enlisted, 7,950; re-enlisted, 2,828, and from deser- 
tion (by apprehension, surrender, etc.), 590. The 
total desertions during the year were 1,382, or 5.6 
per cent., as against 1,503, or 6.2 per cent., for the 
previous fiscal year. There was a slight increase, 
however, in the number of desertions for the first 
month in the present fiscal year over July of 1891, 
the number for July of this year being 172 and for 
July, 1891, 167. Statistics further show that the 
percentage of desertion is larger among the troops 
recruited regimentally than through the regular re- 
cruiting depots. 


GEN. EvGene A. Carr, the newly appointed 
Brigadier General, has been assigned to special 
temporary duty in connection with inspection 
of Cavalry troops in the Department of Missouri 
with the view to ascettaining what improvements, 
if any, are necessary to increase their efficiency. 
This means that nothing will be done regarding a 
rearrangement of department commands for some 
time to come. It is said that the Secretary desires 
to postpone Gen. Carr assignment, and several 
other changes he desires to make until Gen. 
Ruger, who is temporarily in command of the De- 
partment of Columbia, has disposed of the Idaho 
labor troubles and Wyoming Cattle troubles. 














In view of the possibility, not to say probability, 
that the cities of New York and Brooklyn may be- 
come infected with cholera, it would seem fair to 
ask what steps the Navy Department bas taken to 
prevent the disease from spreading, sbould it once 
gain a foothold among the officers and men on duty 
at the Navy-yard. Is the sanitary condition of the 
Yard satisfactory? Can the ships be supplied with 
distilled, or even with boiled water ? Have arrange- 
ments been made for the isolation of patients with 
cholera, and apparatus prepared with which the ex- 
creta may be destroyed and clothing, etc., either 
disinfected or burned? Has the Medical Depart 
ment issued any instructions on the subject, and is 
that Department well supplied with the materials 
necessary for disinfection and fumigation? Should 
there be an epidemic these things might be difficult 
to get in time to be used effectually. Of course, we 
may believe that there is little chance of the disease 
becoming epidemic this year; but, if it does not, 
may not the germs lie dormant during the winter 
only to revive the disease with the coming spring? 
And whether we have the cholera or not, it will do 
no harm certainly to improve the sanitary condition 
of the Yard. 


Tux article on “Organization of Militia Defence,” 
by Captain James Chester, 3d U. S. Artillery, in the 
September number of the Journal of the Military 
Service Institution isan able, indeed, we may say 
without dattery, a very able, contribution to a sub- 
ject of the highest importance at the present junc- 
ture. The gallant author speaks in no uncertain 
tones of the military needs of the day. “In 1814,” 
says he, “ the nation had a warning that it had been 
neglecting the first law of existence—self-preserva- 
tion. In 1861 the warning was repeated in thuoder 
tones. And now, when thirty years have elapsed 
since the last warning, and the q'1estion is asked: To 
what extent have these warnings been heeded? We 
are dumb. We can show nothing but the old militia 
law of 1792, amended by striking out the word 
‘white.’ Does such a nation deserve to live? Answer 
ye in whom the nation has placed its trust. Answer 
it by action. Tnere may be no more warnings. The 
dacree may go forth at any moment: ‘ Cut it down 
Why cumbereth it the ground?’” 














Foop for thought has been furnished the British 
troops at Halifax by the fact that three men were 
recently tried by a court-martial and convictei, 
and one man, tried for the same offence and sub- 
jected to the same evidence, was acquitted, he hav- 
ing retained a lawyer for his defence, 
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Liectesant G. F. £. Harmison, 21 U.S. Art., in 
a sensible article in the Journal of the Military Ser- 
vice Institution on “The Physical Training of the 
Enlisted Mav,"’ says: ‘The popular idea of a soldier 
is a man of commanding presence, erect stature, 
broad shoulders, strong, graceful, neat. Is that the 
picture that we, in reality, hold up to the admiring 
gaze of the citizen? Is not the average soldier, as he 
is casually met in the street, rather the very re- 
verse? Is he not—to be candid with ourselves—in 
many instances a shiftiess, untidy, slouchy looking 
individual? Our enlisted man is the best paid, best 
clothed and fed soldier in the world. Who would 
believe it to look at him? The fact of the matter is 
the blame is entirely upon our own shoulders. He 
does not look like! a soldier simply because we do 
not make asoldier of him. Make a better man of 
bim for having become asoldier and everything 
else will follow. Make of bim a eymnast and an 
athlete, in the proper sense of those terms, and you 
will make a man who will of necessity take a pride 
in himself; and pride, after all, must ever be the 
foundation of the ideal military structure.” 








THE instructions concerning sanitary regulations 
sent to post commanders last week in view of the 
approach of cholera state that every post should be 
put in such sanitary condition that the disease, if 
introduced, shall not spread. Cleanliness and dis- 
infection of soil should be universally attended 
to, for although surface indications may speedily 
be affected, the purification of contaminated soil is 
a work of time. Moreover, the suppression of an 
epidemic at a point is best accomplished by per- 
fecting all arrangements to meet it in advance; that 
is, during the period of threatened invasion. Medi- 
cal directors should be instructed to furnish all the 
needful information for placing the posts in their 
departments in proper condition. Preventive meas- 
ures should be taken not only at those posts which 
are most liable to invasion on account of their vi- 
cinity to important commercial centres, but at all 
posts. 





Commanper F. E, Coapwick, U.S.N., sends to 
the New York Times a letter dwelling upon the fact 
that cleanliness and fresh sir are deadly foes to 
cholera. He cites the fact that extraordinarily few 
of the cholera nurses and physicians are attacked. 
He cites the case of a nurse who during twenty 
years of nursing infectious disease had never had a 
single case of spread of the disease or contracted it 
herself. But she isolated her patient in a room 
kept thoroughly aired, washed herself from head to 
foot twice a day with tepid water, and changed all 
of her clothing once aday. The clothing should be 
exposed to the strongest light possible before being 
worn again. 








CHAPLAIN C. C. Preroe, U. S. A., in bis recent an- 
nual report as Chaplain of the Military Prison at 
Fort Leavenworth says: “One chronic deserter, 
who has been in the Service and out again seven 
times, would have us believe that he isa ‘skipto- 
maniac,’ if I may coin a not over-chaste word. His 
claim is that he has a mania for enlisting and de- 
serting; that he cannot check this resistless im- 
pulse, and that if he were discharged from the 
prison he would be impelled to enlist at the first 
sight of a fiag and then doubtless desert again. 
Whether the theory is correct or not, it may be in- 
teresting to the student of military penology."’ 





RicHarpD HARDING Davis, writing of newspaper 
correspondents and their work, says: “‘ The corre- 
spondent knows all the kings of the Cannibal 
Islands and the pretenders to the thronesof Europe, 
‘emperors, charlatans, pickpockets.’ Hesits down 
with the Mabdi before Khartoom, and rides on a 
jaunting-car with Parnell.

THE ENGINEER'S SHIP. 


Tue Engineer describes the engineer’s ideal of a 
ship of war. Summing up, it says: * The engineer 
has learned by this time that two conditions appear 
to be essential. The first is thatthe gun must be 
thoroughly trustworthy; the second, that it must 
be high out of the water. Now the way in which a 
sbip of the kiud we are sketching would be fought 





by the smaller craft. They carried carronades on 
the broadside, perbans five on each side, and for- 
ward a long brass 32 pdr. This weapon had con- 
siderable range, and was really the most powerful 
gun in the ship. We have only to read naval history 
to learn how such guns were used. The engineer 
would roduce this system on a greatly enlarged 
scale. hile 4in. would be about thesizsof the 
largest broadside gun, he would mount forward an 
8 in. quick fire gun, weighing 14 tons, and competent 
to penetrate 16 in. of armor at 1,000 yds., and he 
would not hesitate to put an extra ton of steel into 
it to get streneth. To mount this gun in a turret 
would never do. The engineer, as we have said, will 
have no shams on board his ship, and a turret that 
would really protect the gun would be much too 
heavy, and the gun would be kept too near the 
water. On the other hand, a barbette, while very 
heavy, would scarcely supply adequate prea. 
and, as in the case of the turret, it would leave the 
gun too near the water. The way out of the diffi- 
culty lies in adopting a modified form of the disap- 
pearing carriage. It may be said that a five- 
thousand ton ship could easily carry two 
such guns instead of one. Indeed, we are quite 
certain that the artillerist would put a much heav- 
ier armament into her than that suggested, while 
the naval architect would put on more armor, and 
the sailor would put on more speed. But the engi- 
neer, wiser in his generation, knows that the great 
defect of all warships lies in the attempt to do too 
much. They are like the ‘General Genius,’ who 
professes to carry away all the world’s prizes, and 
ends in winning none of them. The engiueer knows 
that in thelong run, if there is fighting, aship which 
can keep on shooting for an hour at the rate of a 
round every two minutes, will stand a far better 
chance of victory than a ship which can fire a round 
8 minute for three minutes only. But the engineer's 
ship would posses; an enormous advantage, in that 
she could always be trusted to steam for long 
ayy ata high, though not the highest velocity. 

here are in modern men-of-war a thousand and 
one details that they would be better without. For 
example, what is the use of an elaborate series of 
speaking tubes from the forward conning tower to 
the engine room, down which no intelligible mes 
sage can be transmitted, even under or- 
dinary conditions when the engines are run- 
Ding, and which would be utterly useless 
in the noise of an action? What can be 
said in favor of electrical signaling arrange- 
ments which cannot be trusted even ona peaceful 
cruise? The engineer would take very good care to 
provide signaling arrangemeuts which, if they did 
not permit the captain and the chiet engineer to 
consult with each other, would not fail to tell the 
latter what the former wanted the enginesto do. ln 
one word, the engineer’s warship would be less of a 
scientific museum and more of a floating gun carri- 
age. Her claims would be modest, but what she 
promised to do she could do. The story told by past 
naval manceuvres goes to show that the promises of 
the modern warship areseldom kept; and this sim- 
ply because more is attempted than the wit of man 
ean carry out.”

THE RANGER COURTS OF INQUIRY. 


Upon the return of the U.S. 8. Ranger in distress 
to Port Townsend from a passage to Sitka and Ber- 
ing. Sea, in the latter part of May, a Court of Inquiry 
was convened by telegraph at Seattle to investigate 
the cause or causes of her return with all de- 
spatch and telegraph result to Washington. This 
court was composed of Capt. H. F. Picking, Lieut. 
Ambrose B. Wyckoff and P. A. Engr. Charles P. 
Howell, members, and ist Lieut. Chas. A. Doyen, 
U. 8S. M. C., judge advocate. The court sat with 
closed doors and the outcome was the exoneration 
ot Comdr. H. E. Nichols, commanding officer of the 
Ranger, and the transfer of the responsibility for the 
machinery found defective to thesteam engineering 
department of the Mare [sland Navy-yard, of which 
Chief Engr. J. W. Moore is in charges, and to the 
Naval Board of Inspection for the Pacific Coast, 
which was charged with not making an adequate 
trial trip with the Ranger before permitting ber to 
go to sea. Capt. Louis Kempff, president of the 
Board, became as a consequence an interested 
party, as did also Chief Eagr. George J. Burnap, the 
engineer member. 
On June 27 asecond Court of Inquiry was con- 
vened, this time at Mare Isiand, to fix the responsi- 
bility for the defective workmanship and inade- 
quate trial. This court sat with open doors, was 
com posed of Capt. G. C. Wiltse, Chief Engr. Joseph 
Trilley and Asst, Naval Constructor A. W. Srabl, 
members, and Capt. Henry C. Cochrane, U.S. M.C., 
judge advocate, and wasin session nearly 40 duys, 
during which time about 30 witnesses were exam- 
ined and the investigation made exhaustive. Chief 
Engrs. Moore and Burnap and Capt. Kempff were 
present or represented at every session and made a 
most vigorous defences on varying lines. 

lt was claimed that the work of repair had been 
well done at the Yard and the machinery damaged 
subsequently, eitber by iocompetent or malicious 
machinists, or by a steel chisel which was found in 
the inboard end of the high pressure cylinder, but for 
which Mare Island was not admittedly responsible. 
it was intimated that the engineers of the Ranger 
were pot skilful and the return of the ship wholly 
unwarranted, it was also testified by several witaers- 
es that the Ranger shou!d never have sailed for the 
Nortb in the condition that she was alleged to be in. 
The Inspection Board objected to the introduction 
of any teitimony except that relating to the de- 
fective shafting, but was overruled. 

Notwithstanding the confusion of the defence, it 
was telegraphed from Washington two weeks before 
the court adjourned that everybody would be ex- 
onerated, which caused much comment at Mare 
Island, where there was little sympathy for the 
Ranger's side of the controversy. Before the con- 
clusion of the inquiry, letters were received from 
the Ranger, dated at Ounalaska, which refer to her 
as a “lame duck” and likely to return to Mare 
Island in October for further repairs, iastead of 
continuing to China for a three years’ cruise, as was 
expected. The return of the ship can alone deter-

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ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Drscristxe the trials at Indian Head with the 
Harvey nickel-steel plates the Engineer says: “ We 
feel a difficulty in using the emphasis the plate de- 
serves, simply because we have now bad to report 
such repeated remarkable steps in the increase of 
resisting power, that what is really only justice, 
sounds like extravagant commendation.” The 
plates stood an attack of five 8-inch projectiles 
better thau such a plate used to bebave under the 
attack of 6-inch shot of the same quality. Our con- 
temporary thinker, however. that the extraordinary 
powers of resistance to perforation exhibited by 
the plate in question is not due to nickel, but to the 
adamantine face imparted bv the Harvey process, 
Schneider's plate with two per cent. of nickel ex- 
bibited more fracture than Vicker's plate 
none of that metal in it. It adds: “We cannot 
conclude withont expressing our acknowledg- 
ment to Capt. Folger, Chief of the Bureau. of Ord- 
nanee, for the lHberal policy by which we are al- 
lowed to learn the valuable results obtained by 
trials which are pioneering us in the important is- 
vestigation of the possibilities of keeping out the best 
projectiles by armor with a face capable of break- 
ing them up. We only hope that the English re- 
sults may be shown to be capable of rivalliog them.” 





Prof. Hebler, of Zurich, the well known expert o 
amall bore rifles, in an article ta Allgemeine Schwet- 
zerische Militar-Zeitung on ‘‘The employment of a 
more suitable ogival head for pro actiles, and the 
advantages to be derived therefrom, * holds that suf- 
ficient importance has not been paid to the correct 
shaping of the head. The English small bore bullet 
has, for example, a far jonger point than that 
given to any otber rifle bullet; but, ow- 
ing to its incorrect shape, its efficiency is not nearly 
as great asit might he. The bullet of the German 
small bore rifle, 1888 pattern, which has a total 
length of 32 mm., claims the following advantages : 
The weight is reduced from 145 grammes to 13 
grammer, thus reducing the total weight of the 
cartridge from 27.5 to 26 gramme, while the ivitial 
velocity is increased from 640 to 670 metres. At the 
same time the maximum pressure in the bore is 
reduced from 3,300 to 2,800 atmospheres. Fired 
against an object 17 metre bigb, the beaten zone at 
1.000 metres is 68 metres as against 40 metres, and at 
2,500 metres 14 metres as against 7 metres for the 
standard German bullet. The new pattern bullet, 
in spite of its lessened weight, further has a much 
greater remaining velocity at long ranges, and, 
consequently. retains greater vis viva—e. g., it 18 
claimed that, at 1,000 metres, ite penetration into 
deal is 34 om., and at 2,500 metres 11 om., 88 against 
21 om. and 6 om. respectively. The defisction is not 
much more than one half and the kick of the rifle is 
less. Ballistic efficiency or * goodness ” of the Ger- 
man pattern is 474, and that of Prof. Hebler’s bul- 
let 784. The professor, who at one time thought that 
the limit of small bores had been reached, is Dow & 
strong advecate for the reduction of the bore of 
military rifles to 5 mm. (.197 inch). Taking the 
“goodness”’ of the German 1t mm. rifle, 1871 pat- 
tern, at 100, the present rifle, 1888 patterp, stands at 
474, or with the best possible shaped bullet at 784. 
By reducing the bore to 5 mm. its “goodness” with 
tbe ordinary shaped bullet is 1,429; with a bullet 
having a bead 12 mm. long this is increased to 2,032, 
with one 15 mm. long it equals 2,383, and with the 
best possible shaped ogival head 2.522. In other 
words, the 5 mum. rifle is capable of being made 25 
times as effective as the 1871 pattern, and five times 
more effective than the present German rifle. 





There is much testimony as to the destructive 
effect of the small bore bullet. Capt. Heyking, of 
the German Imperial! School of Musketry, mentions 
the case of a bullet that passed through the body of 
one man, through the arm of & second; then through 
a cupboard, 2 bedstead, left 1ts mark on the iron 
bedpost, and finally lodged in the wall. He main- 
tains, in spite of assertions to the contrary, that the 

roportion of killed to wounded from the use of the 

anplicher rifle, instead of being as four to one, is 
just the reverse. The wounds either kill the man 
outright, or else ensure recovery free from compli- 
cations or excessive suffering. The bones were clean 
pierced, even at the greatest distances, without leav- 
ing splinters of steel or lead, which usually cause 
aggravation of the original wound. The bullets, 
after extraction, bad retained their original shape. 
Similar experiences have followed from the use of 
small bore rifles against the African negroes and else- 
where. On May 1, 1891, in the suppression of the 
labor riots at Fourmies, and in 1890 at Biala, where 
the distances were very short, the wounds inflicted 
were very severe, and for the most part mortal. 
Prof. Bruns, who experimented with the Belgian 
Mauser, calls the small borea most humane weapon. 
He found tbat the bullet, evenafter perforating the 
strongest bones of the human body, would pass 
through from four to five men at a rangeeof 100 
metres (110 yards), three to four men at 400 metres 
(440 yards), and from two to three men at 800 metres 
(880 yards). He also showed that at ranges above 30) 
to 400 metres (330 to 440 yards) the small calibre bul- 
jet hardly sets uo at all, while between 400 metres 
(440 yards) and 1,500 metres (1,640 yards) the bullet as 
a rule makes a wound with a very small passage, 
with very small apertures at the points of ingress 
and egress, and with very little shattering of the 
bones or tearidg over of the softer substance. 
These wounds almost all bear & subcutaneous char- 
acter, and, since the bullet, or parts of it, seldom or 
never remain im the body, may be readily healed 
without the formation of matter. Similar results 
have been attained with the Lebel rific. In experi- 
ments at a range of 55 yards bullets — tbrouch 
1s in. of oak and 20 in. of fir, 89 ip. of peat soil, a 20 
in. brick wall, .236 in. of irou plate, and penetratea 
19 in. into layers of sod, 28in. into unsifted sand and 
2v in. into sifted sand. *

The drills of the first week bad developed the fact that 
it was with great difficulty that officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers could be made to give the proper commands 
for firing volleys, always choosing, If left without rigid in- 
stractens, to give firing at will,as the commands were 
more easily remembered; hence instructions were given 
that at the equad and section ¢@rills no commands for fring 
should be given except for volleys. 

Programmes giving in detail the movements to be exe- 
cuted at all drills in extended order were prepared after 
the second week, those for the squad, section and platoon 
simply ing the mov ts to be executed, those for 
the company and battalion, each representing an advance 
from the polot where artillery fire compels the battle for- 
mation, up to the assault on the enew ‘s position; and 
supplying the instructions that would have to be given 
under the circumstances by the captain or major. Copies 
of these programmes are furoisbed herewith. 

In the programmes for company and battalion the divis- 
ion into stages was made necessary by the limited size of 
the drill ground, each sta correspondiog to the portion 
of the advance that could executed while once passing 
from the starting point to the further edge of the ground, 
the next su ng stage being another advance over the 
same ground, but representing continuition of the ad- 
vance in the preceding stage. At the close of each stage 
the command, without changing its formation, moved 
back to to the starting point. 

In the eyez ey for the company, the distance from 
the firing line to the support was actually but twenty-five 
or thirty yards, representing nearly ten times that dis- 
tance, and the distances over in the successive 
changes of formation, form for attack, line of sections, line 
of equads and line of skirmishers was only such a8 was re- 
quired to complete each formation. The successive firiogs 
and reinforcements were arranged with a view to teacbing 
by frequent repetitioc, first, that the commands 
should always cause the line to halt and load, and second, 
that the line should usually advance ou receiving reia- 
forcements from the support, not giving the support an 
op unity to balt on the lice. 

be firings in the second stage were 00 this plan: First, two 
volleys by platoon, theo, after a pause, another volley, im- 
mediately after which,and under cover of the smoke, asquad 
from the support should arrive and the whole line rushed 
forward. The number of volleys and the time and size of 
the reinforcement were always made the same for the sike 
of simplifying the instructions to be given by the captain, 
and the kinds of volleys to be fired were made such as to 
give the chiefs of platoons, sections and squads practice in 
giving commands. Scouts were not used for the reason 
that their movements on the level drill ground would not 
instruct to any profitable degree. 

The third stage of the advance of the company was in- 
tended to tilustrate what follows when the action is ad- 
vanced to the t where it is difficult or impossible to cause 
the whole line to advance, whea the advance by subdivis- 
ions, as platoons or sections, becomes necessary. Tae ad- 
vanee by rushes was limited to platoons for the sake of 
teaching officers as thoroughly as time permitted the 
proper control of the mea, there beiug too littie time to in- 





officers needing the instruction quite as much as the n0n0- 
com. officers. The programme for the battalion in ex- 
tended orderswas made on the same plan as that of the 
company, and illustrates the bringing forward the reserve 
as support? and the final use of the reserve during the as- 
sault. 

For the purposes intended, namely, to drill the company 
or battalion in the essential detaiis of an advance and to 
illustrate, as well as time and space permitted, the way to 
combine them, these programmes proved to be successful 
to a marked degree, but do not give such an applica- 
tion of the principles invol as could be taught ia further 
instruction on varied ground of such size as to 
continuous advance upoe @ position selected. 
the ground ow ve the State affords barely room /or the 
proper exercise of ree Battalions tn close order, éritting 
at one time, and for extended order there is not enough 
room for one battalion without resortiag to some such di- 
visions into stages as in the programmes used.

Military Courtesy.

TRANSPORTATION AND SUBSISTENCE. 


Tae arrangements forthe transporting of New 
York troops to Buffalo during the recent strike, 
was perfect, and although there was but afew hours 
notice of the needed mobilization, so complete 
were the plans of Adjutant General Porter in con- 
junction with certain railroad officials that nota 
hitch of any kind occurred, and the transportation 
was effected with remarkable ease and rapidity. 
The more tbe factsin relation to the lack of sub- 
sistence the first few days are examined into, the 
greater the incompetency of the regimental com- 
Mmiesary becomes apparent. 

The suffering for lack of food was, as a whole en- 
tirely due to their ignorance and want of energy. 
The matter ot subsistance in the future, if a scheme 
of General Porter’s, is carried out, and which he 
some time ago informally recommended will prove 
& very easy matter. Geueral Porter's idea is to es- 
tablish a travelling ration, anda ration for camp 
or garrison as near the basis of the Peekskill Camp 
ration as possible. Printed instructions relative to 
these rations to be issued to all commands. A list 
of merchants in various sections of the State where 
supplies can be procured on the credit of the State 
is also provided forin General Porter’s plan, and 
with a commissary of ordinary intelligence, pe 
ble of pastas proper requisitions there would be 
no difficulty in procuring subsistence.

lvania, New York and Tennessee, in order that 

e character and discipline of those troops might 
be studied under the present circumstances and 
surroundings, because, with the exception of one 
instance, the information on the important subject 
of the usefulness and efficiency of the National 
Guard of the several States is based upon inspec- 
tions of troops when assembled at their annual en- 
campments, when opportunities for witnessing 
more ractica] conditions of actual service, were 
impossible, Officials at the War Department do not 
favor the assignment of officers of the Army to duty 
with the State troops when such troops are engaged 
in business of the present nature, however, and the 
result is that the State troops lose the advice and 
experience of the regular officers, and the depart- 
ment’s records fail to show the details of important 
movements. 

“At the urgent request of Gov. Pattison, Colonel 
Volkmar, Assistant Adjutant General U. 8S. Army, 
was present at Homestead during the Governor's 
recent inspection of the troops at that p aod it 
is believed that this exception to the department's 
rule will show, atter tbe valuable report of Colonel 
Volkmar on his observations at Homestead is con- 
sidered, the importance to the National Guard and 
to the Army, of baying a staff officer of the Army 
present during all serious operations of State 
troops.” 

The Tribune is not quite correct as to the facts. 
15,000 National Guardsmen were called out by 
the State of New York in Jaly, 1877, to quell the 
disturbances created by a strike of railroad em- 
ployees. In his official report for that year Adjt.- 
Gen. Townsend said: “ This demonstration of the 
military power of the State, so suddenly and for- 
cibly made, had a moral effect which, if it did not 
immediately subdue all the riotously inclined, 
checked them in their lawless career, and it became 
evident within two days that there would be no 
such destruction of property in this State as had 
ocourred most disastrously elsewhere. ‘The final re- 
sult confirmed this, the destruction of property 
having been trifling, and what greatly enhanced 
the value of the prempt use of the whole military 
power of the State was the fact that no destruction 
of life occurred.”
